RETURN OF SOLLY TO RACING AN INTERESTING FEATURE IN 
THE CAMPAIGN OF THE J. N: CAMDEN STABLE 



AlthouKh tlip two-ypar-old filly Atalanta was J. N. Camden’s principal money winner in 1917 and a 
crackiuK good filly as well, the most interesting inmate of liis stable was really his five-yearrold Solly. 
Because of an injured leg this horse hud not raced since his two-year-old days and had partially dropped 
out of recollection. But he came back to racing this year and demonstrated conclusively his restoration 
to soundness and his retention of his youthful speed. At Latoiiia last month he thrice won at three- 
quarters in less than 1:12, his times for the three races being resi>ectively 1:11% with lOS pounds up, 
l:ll*f, with 115 pounds and 1:11% with 122 iKjunds, a series of fast races seldom witnessed. If he re- 
mains sound, Solly may cut <juite a figure in next year’s racing. The two-year-old Ben Brush fillies, 
Iloneydew and I’levna, raced profitably for the stable, and its record for the year was: 



Xew Orleans, La., December 15. — Improvement 
in weather and racing was responsible for an im- 
mense attendance at the .Tefferson Park track to 
witness the siK>rt. The tra<-k was still deep ami 
holding and favorable to those racers able to run 
well in mud. A handicap at one mile for all ages 
was the chief race carded for decision and it re- 
sulted in a victory for Woo<lstone, but mainly 
due to the goo<l ride given him by F. Robinson, for 
Warsaw, which landed third, was possibly best at 
the weights, Harr,v Shaw, which lauded second, 
ran a good race. The trio of placed ones practi- 
eall.v dominated the running from the first quarter. 

'Jlie difficult card did not serve ns a bar for 
heavy betting action and the success of several 
staunchly backed ones, notabl.v Peaceful Star in the 
opener, InipiietJi in the second, Woodstone in the 
foiirth and Brynlimah in the closing race, proved 
<-o8tly to the odds purveyors, nie victory of the 
latter was particularly severe on the layers, for 
he was bucked with supreme confidence and the 
favorite Uedland was neglected. 

The outstanding surprise of the afternoon de- 
veloped with the running of the fiftli race, in which 
Red Cross, showing a remarkable and sudden re- 
covery of her speed, won after a mild drive to 
head Jocular. 

The latter was claimed by E. Johnston, repre- 
sented by Handfull, for $1,100. 

The stewards, who have been delving into the 
poor race shown by No Manager in his last start, 
on the occasion that he was a hot favorite, handed 
down the following ruling: 

"Ti-alner J. 1). Heard has been suspended pend- 
ing investigation into the running; of the horse 
No Manager until further notice. No entries will 
be received of horses under his care or super- 
intendeney.” 

EEFUSES TO PAY WAR TAX. 

The stewards also issued the following ruling: 

•‘For refusing to pay war tax at the gate and 
using offensive language. K. Hankins has been 
denied all privileges, including admission to the 
grounds. No further entries of the horses Mer- 
chant and Lucky R. will be received while Han- 
kins has any ownership in them.” 

U. Hamilton, an apprentice attached to G. W. 
Scott’s stable, sustained a severe injury this 
morning, when W.v Grade, which he was galloping, 
threw him hard. He was taken to a local infirmary. 

Jockey McCabe was susi)ended for two days by the 
starter, for disobedience at the post. 

Thomas J. Pendergast, the well-known iiolitical 
leader of Kansas City, who has been here in at- 
tendance at the track, departed for his home to- 
night to spend the lioliday.s and will return for 
the racing at the Fair Grounds. 

W. Corbett also returned to Chicago and will be 
buck later for tiie Fair Grounds racing. 

Jocke.v Mack Garner still was on the sick list 
today and had to again cancel his mounts. 

Th condition books of the first eleven days of 
the racing at the Fair Grounds meeting, which be- 
gins on January 1, was given to the printer today. 
According to the hook there will be no purse at 
that meeting with less value than $600. 

Jockey Earl Pool was an arrival from San Fran- 
cisco and he got into action immediately, riding 
Billie B. in the first race. 

Charles Walker, fomierl.v of tlie firm of Chamlters 
& Walker, got in from the east today and will 
remain for an extended visit. 

R. E. (Dick) Watkins arrived last night from 
Baltimore and was iinmediatelj" taken to a local 
liospltal. He was taken suddenl.v ill and it is said 
that fears are entertained of his recovery.

PARSONS HORSES SELL CHEAPLY OLD MISS WINS CRUCES HANDICAP 

Sixteen Head Disposed of for $24,750 — Late Oscar Big Crowd Sees Good Sport at Oriental Park — 
Lewisohn Horses Bring Fair Prices. More Horses Available for Racing, 



New York, Deceinl>er 1.5, — J. L. McGinnis has 
eight horses wintering at Gravesend, with which 
he exi>ect8 to figure ipiite prominently in the racing 
of 1918. 

“I don’t say they are going to be all stars,” says 
MctJinnls. ••but there should Is* a number of good 
winners among them. They are doing well, as are 
all the horses at Gravesend, eonsideriiig the severe 
weather we are having.” 

Frank Reagan finds his way into tlie city once 
in a wlille from his winter quarters at Gravesend. 
“Its mighty cold and brisk around the old track,” 
was Reagan’s remark yesterda.v, "but we don’t 
get the freezing wind tliat is elipping my ears off 
on Broadway.” 

During the year 1917 there were registered with 
tlie New York Jockey Club, tliirty-five assumed 
names of owners. 186 authorized agents, 162 sets 
of life colors, 584 registered colors belonging to 
different owners, 319 trainers licenses and 139 
jockeys licenses granted. 

Tom Welch is contemplating a hunting trip with 
Mars Cassidy shortly. They will go to Virginia. 

Notwithstanding tlie severe weather hereabouts, 
no sickness is re|>orted from the stables at either 
tlravesend or Belmont. 

One of the regular clerks, who went to New 
Orleans, hoping for employment, has just re- 
turned to the city. He says prospects for work 
in the clerk line are bad, as three men only are 
required for each odds-layer. The chief operator 
has to liandle all bets and make change. He asserts 
the exiienses are liigh for odds-luyers, but business 
is as good as expected for a new track. 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 

The four-year-old Turco has three straight vic- 
tories to his credit at Jefferson Park. 

J. W. Considine, who purchased Lady Edwina 
and Benevolent at the sale of the lute Oscar Licwls- 
ohn horses Friilay at Durlaud's, is a theatrical 
promoter of Seattle, Wash. 

The old gelding Brighouse is continually “knock- 
ing at the door.” He has been unplaced but tliree 
times in his lust sixteen starts without, however, 
a victory to his credit. 

J. Arthur’s filly Edith Baumann, has won her 
last two starts at Jefferson Park. This filly runs 
equally well over a fust or heavy track and appears 
able to carry her si)eed over a good distance of 
ground. 



New York. December 15. — The sale of the three- I 
year-old filly Koh-i-Noor and fifteen .vearlings, | 
the property of the late S«'huyler L. Parsons, was 
held at Durland’s Friday night and the entire con- 
signment realized $24,750, an average of nearly 
$1,5.50 per head. The yearlings failed to bring 
as high a price as the late steward of the Jockey 
Club paid for them earlier in the year. 

Seven head, the property of the late Oscar 
I.ewisolm, were also disposed of for a total of 
$19,100. an average of $2,728. The high-class 
filly Clematis II. was the star of tlie sale, being 
knocked down to J. Vendig for $7,100. Vendlg 
bought the filly for a friend, who Intends to gather 
together a good racing stable for a campaign over 
the metropolitan tracks next year. But for the 
fact that Jesse and Fred Lewisohn, brothers of the 
deceased turfman, took an active part In the bid- 
ding, the Lewisohn horses would have gone at a 
much lower figure. 

R. F. Carman paid $4,200 for the foreign-bred 
yearling Pibrodi, by Macdonald II. — Melody, which 
was the top price for the Parsons youngsters. W. 
R. Coe secured the Sweeii — Yodler yearling at 
$3,600. The filly Koh-i-Noor was knocked down to 
E. Arlington for $2,800. 

Nearly every prominent eastern turfman or his 
representative was present at the sale and it was 
the general opinion that the Parsons horses sold 
cheaply.

— E. T. O’Sullivan, who 
came to this country from Australia with the late 
Les Darcy, will race a small stable of horses next 
spring. O’Sullivan formerly was a trainer in Aus- 
tralia and for several years was associated with 
that famous trainer, Dick Wooten of the Antipo- 
des.

O’Sullivan 
is expected to leave for the Havre de Grace track 
next "week, where he has several horses in winter 
quarters.

Recent arrivals included the stables of William 
Short. G. R. Bry.son and others from Maryland. Tlie 
first named brought Parlor Boy, Joe Finn, Jacklet 
and Radiant Flower to add to the horses that he 
shipped here early last month. The Bryson con- 
signment consisted of the horses that he retained 
to race at Bowie after making his initial ship- 
ment from Maryland. 

CANADIAN COLONY QUITE LARGE. 

There is quite a Canadian colony here. Among 
the liookmakers la.ring odds in the betting ring are 
Frank Beers, Jack Hare., Ed Winstanley and J. 
Nasmith, all of whom claim Toronto as their home, 
('anadian stables are also well represented at 
Oriental Park. James Heffering of Toronto has 
several liorses in the stable trained by A1 Austin. 
Dee Hammond is racing Bulger and Wat for F. H. 
Sproule, Toronto newspaperman. W. T. Trenlioliiie 
has won a race with the Canadian -bred horse Red 
I’ost. 

Joi-keys H. Thiirber and F. Cooper has joined the 
saddle brigade at the track, after having been de- 
tained for some time at Key West awaiting iier- 
misKion from tlie military authorities to leave the 
United States. Thiirber is to ride here for W. A. 
McKinney, while Cooper is under contract to A1 
Austin. The latter’s stable has struck its stride 
and is winning its share of purses.

Wickliffe Stud of Thoroughbreds 
to Be Disposed Of. 

Lease on Kingston Farm to Be 
Sold — Death of Lewisohn 
Hastens This Decision. 



Lexington, Ky., Decemlier 15. — The Wickliffe stud 
of thorimglibred stallions, broodmares and wean- 
lings, and tlie Wickliffe stable of horses in train- 
ing, all the property of James W. Corrigan of 
Cleveland, who last summer bought out the In- 
terest of his partner. Price McKinney, are to be 
sold at public auction, under the auspices of the 
Kentucky Sales Company, at Kingston Farm, Jan- 
uary 15. 

The lease on Kingston Farm of 800 acres, which 
has yet three years before its termination, will be 
sold. It is to be a complete dispersal sale. The 
number of horses of all ages owned by Corrigan 
is between 140 and 150. The stallions are Colin, 
ritimus. Disguise, Delhi, Hlpitodrome and Last 
Coin. Many celebrated broodmares of the James 
R. Keene stock are included in tlie list of matrons, 
also a number of English mares, including Marion 
Hood, wliose weanling filly by Prince Palatine is 
an attractive individual. 

J. W. Frazer, of Cleveland, arrived here today, 
and is at Kingston Farm working out the details 
of the sale with Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, who 
has been manager of the establishment since Price 
McKinney bought the nucleus of the stud at the 
dis|M?rsal of tlie Castleton Stud, which her father 
had managed so successfully for James R. Keene.

— During the past 
week William J. Young has been busily engaged 
arranging his affairs in Kentucky prior to his as- 
sumption of his new duties as trainer of a divi-

The older horses Valor and Water- 
blue, wliich raced in Mr. Young’s colors during 
1917, have been turned out at Elinendorf. Escoba, 
owned by K. 1). Alexander, who is now attached 
to an ambulance corps in France, will remain at 
John H. Morris’ Bosque Bonita Farm, wliere he is 
being wintered, until February 1, when lie will be 
brought to one of the local tracks to begin bis 
training for the Kentucky Derby. Midway, which 
Young siiccessfull.v campaigned this year for J. 
W. Parrish, has been sent to the Parrish farm, 
near Midway, Ky. Iiu'identall.v Mr. Young men- 
tioneil tliat N>th Escoba and Midwa.v were thriv- 
ing wonderfully and never looked better in their 
lives.

The colt ill question lias been named Monastic and 
is by Broomstick — Starr.v Niglit, second dam is 
Nisliet, by Hindoo, third dam The Niece, which 
was the (Jam of Uncle; fourth dam Maggie B. B., 
the dam of Iroquois and otlier racers of note. lu 
his kiiulergarteii training Monastir has shown won- 
derful speed and bids fair to prove the most sen- 
sational two-year-old of the 1918 season in Ken- 
tucky. 

Mr. Y’oung has signed a three-year contract with 
his new employer, the contract calling for a big 
salary. He is to take charge of a division of the 
Sanford stable, with Preston Burch in charge of 
the other one. Should owner Sanford so desire, 
Y’oung will assume charge of the entire string, 
which at present comprises thirty-four head, the 
majority being yearlings. Among the other horses 
are Tippity Witchet, for which Mr. Sanford recent- 
ly paid $20,500; George Smith, a Kentucky Derby 
winner; Gex. Meteorite and Stitch in Time. Y'oung 
has been given cart- blanche to enlarge the older 
division of the stable, by the purchase of any 
horses other than yearlings that suit his fancy.
